J o hn Mack, bald-headed and 
six feet three inches tall, was a r­ 
rested in Lo well,

miles 
fro m the institutio n, and charged 
with murder. He admitted, po lice 
Captain J ames J . Kennedy said, 
he sho t the men as they slept. 
The weapo n, Kennedy quo ted 
Mack as say ing, had been pur­ 
chased two y ears ago fro m a mail 
o rder ho use and kept buried in a 
tin can o n the spacio us infirm­ 
ary gro unds. 
Captain J o hn F. Sto kes, chief 
o f Massachusetts state detectiv es, 
disclo sed Mack had related he 
to o k the pisto l fro m its hiding 
place la st night a fter the v ictims 
had been calling him bad names.

The change 
is cau sed by the dense v egetation 
which filters ou t soil p articles 
and imp edes water flow, allow­ 
ing more moistu re to p enetrate 
the soil.
